In America Christmas found expression In u gen­ 
erous and lavl.'U outpouring of holiday cheer, com­ 
bined with services In thou.sands of churches through­ 
out the land 
But on Wedne.sday morning, the American work­ 
ingmen were back on the Job 
They may have par­ 
taken too heavily of the 
Christmas dinner, their 
thoughts may have been sluggl.sh, tlietr actions a lit­ 
tle less aggressive 
than was their wont. 
Hut they 
were back at their desks, devoting their attention to 
thetr accusUmied activities. 
Business a* usual was 
the American program for the day following Chrbt- 
mas. 
Contrast this with what transpired m the British 
l.sles. 
London, and all of Eiigland, continued to celebrate 
the Christmas holidays Wednesday, making merry 
in liomes and places of amusement. 
England was 
ob^rvlng an Uistitution 
whleh it'caU s Boxing day, 
when all form.s of athletic entertainment arc enjoyed 
and participated In by the jwpulatlon. 
It took time 
to distribute gratuities to postmen, dustmen, m ilk­ 
men, and other public and {jrivate servitors, an ex­ 
pression which we do not have in this country, where, 
thank heaven, cla.ss distinction does not exist. 
Much as we enjoy hollday.s. It is a fortunate thing 
for America that she ha.s not lost her .sense of pro- 
iwrtion. 
The Old World, of which Europe Is .so 
eloquently symbolical, loves her play. 
She is stead­ 
fast In her devotion to form and ceremonial. 'They 
make much over Uiclr holidays, continuing them long­ 
er than we do here in America, entailing a.s they do 
a costly suspension of business and Industry. 
The 
loss in productive activity of the people of England 
for a single day, such as Boxing day, Is enormous. 
During that iierlod no factory wheels tOrned. 
R e­ 
tail establishments were closed. Distributing agencies 
such as the Jobbing establishments were inactive. No 
coal was mined. Only the most necessary transpor­ 
tation facilities remained in operation. 
The loss in 
production under .such drcum.stances must be reck­ 
oned in tlie hundreds of mllllon.s of dollars. 
The worker may figure that he is not paying the 
bill but he is. 
It is taken out of his share of the nation's pros­ 
perity. 
He may be given a full holiday on i>ay but 
he cannot prosjier any more than the estabhshmen^ 
or organization which employs him. The overwhelm­ 
ing evidence is that old W’orld busme.ss and Industry 
Is not g^ing ahead as rapidly as It should. 
On the 
contrary 'over a long span of time it Is shown to be 
alowly retrogressing. 
It no longer dominates the 
markets of the world. 
It ha.s been replaced by a 
new power, America, 
whose factories are equipped 
with the finest of labor-saving devices. 
Tlie price of success in the eternal and unending 
struggle for buslne.ss. Industrial and financial su­ 
premacy Is unflagging Industry. Those nations wliose 
people apply themselves more as.'iduoufly to their 
tasks forge ahead while tho.se nations whose people 
spend more and more of their time in recreation and 
entertainment fall behind. 17ie hardness of economic 
law is not always a pleasing or welcome reminder 
but there is no escape from its coiwequenccs. 
Wo have no holidays In 
America where business 
and Industry suspends for a 
longer 
{leriod 
than 
twenty-four hours, and at no time is the hum of ac­ 
tivity entirely stilled. 
Europe loves her holidays and 
makes much of them. In some European nations the 
festivals extend over a period of three days to a 
week. 
Surveying the economic outlook of various of 
the European countries, and making the most genej- 
ous allowances for the lo.sses sustained in the world 
war. the facts are plain. 
As a nation America may 
be money-mad, she may be luiable to understand or 
appreciate thcVplrlt of play which is entered into so 
whole-R ouledly by some of the European peoples, but 
the people of the United States are 
living 
under 
higher standards than any In the world.

.separation of certain territory surrounding Carter 
Lake, which lies northeast of Omaha, from the Jurt.s- 
dlctlon of the city of Council Bluffs, to whleh It is 
now attached. 
'Hie iirople of that district desire to 
dissolve Uie political bonds which now unite them to 
the latter municipality and to become a part of the 
metropolitan community with which they are natur­ 
ally affiliated. 
The\’ purpose to attain that end by 
paying a cash price for the right to secede from Iowa 
and transfer their citizenship to Nebraska and its 


chief city. 
This will be done, according to the terms oi a 
compact provisionally reached between attorneys rep­ 
resenting both sides to the iiendlng traiusactlon, by 
paying a lump sum of $25.000 and permitting Coun­ 
cil BHiffs to lei'y and collect taxes In 1929. R atifica­ 
tion of this agreement^ and compliance with its con- 
ditl(?ns by the Carter Lake residents will permit them 
to withdraw and ra.st In their fortunes with Omaha. 
Manifestly, such a consummation is vastly better 
than making faces at each other across the Big Mud­ 
dy river. When folks simply can’t get along together 
In the same household, the best thing for them to 
do la tb talk over thetr differences and arrive at some 
basis which will allow them to go their divergent 
ways In peace. In such cases of course, an equitable 
division of the a.ssets Is one of the principal matters 
to be agreed upon. 
For many years, the inhabitants of the Carter Lake 
strip, otherwise known as East Omaha, have been 
chafing under the situation Imposed upon them by 
the sudden diversion of the Missouri from its chan­ 
nel some 60 or 70 years ago, which transferred their 
locality from its east bank to the west one and cut 
off Its geographical connection with Iowa, although 
leaving it to be governed by the authorities of that 
state. 
Tliclr greitest complaint has been that, on account 
of their remoteness from the rest of Council Bluffs, 
fhelr community was negiected In the matters of pub­ 
lic improvements, street lighting, schools, police and 
fire protection, and other details of local administra­ 
tion. 
W hile forced to pay taxes to that city, Its 
school district, and Pottawattamie county, la., they 
claimed to be getting very little In return. 
Now the end is in s^ht. East Omaha is to get out 
of bondage by the purchase method. Just as an.ln- 
dilstrious slave In the days before the civil war was 
sometimes privileged to buy his freedom from a con­ 
siderate master, so the suffering Carter I^ke folks 
will pay to get out from 
under the thumb of what 
they regard %s an alien overlordLshlp. 
This Is one case where divorce with a view to re­ 
marriage .seems entirely Justifiable. 
East Omaha is 
to be congratulated on the prospect of arranging it 
on amicable terms with her present mate. 
In due 
time, no doubt, wedding bells will ring for the union 
of Omaha and East Omaha. 
When

THE "B IO S IX T H " FO R G ES AHEAD. 
A marked slilft in the iwpulation of Nebraska may 
be expected whmi the federal census of 1930 is taken. 
It will probably show that the northwestern part of 
the state is fllUng up and developing a con.siderable 
amount of Industrial activity which attracts increas­ 
ing numbers of wage 
workor.s and 
their 
families. 
There are some areas, ol course, suited only lor live 
stock grazing, which will always remain rather Uiin- 
ly Inhabited; but some of the cities in western at\d 
northwestern Nebraska are growing very rapidly un­ 
der the stimulus of intensified crop production and 
newly acquired proce.ssing plants. 
The beet sugar mills and cheese factories of the 
North Platte valley are mamly rcsiKinslble for the 
very noticeable increase in population there; but 
terrttor>' tp the north and south of it which lacks the 
advantages of irrigation is also making goo^ progres.s. 
due very largelj’ to the opening up of improved high- 
waijs which have, brought those districts Into closer 
communication with the rest of the .state and with 
their neighboring communities m adjacent .states. 


O R D ER LY PR ODUCTION. 
If the plan of the Idaho agriculturists as outlined 
by a representative now in Nebraska for the purpose 
of Interesting producers of this state in the scheme 
can be successfully worked out. it will go a long way 
toward solving the agricultural problem. ^ It*s basis 
is the allocating of production, so that various crops 
will be grown at points from which they ban be most 
advantageously marketed. 
If sugar beets can be 
grown to better advantage In Nebraska than in Ida­ 
ho and some other crop produced in this state can be 
made to yield more bounteously tn the state which 
claims Senator Borah a.s its most Illustrious citizen, 
the plan provides that Nebra.ska shall grow' the beets 
and Idaho shall produce the other crop. 
Inherently the scheme is a sensible one, the only 
question being: Can it be made to work? The prob­ 
lem of the world is not to provide sufficient food to 
supply its inhabitants, but to get tlie tood that is 
produced into the hands of the people who need it. 
Tlie united States this year has hundreds of thou.s­ 
ands of bushels of potatoes for which there Is no 
market, while millions of people tn other countries 
are dying of hunger. 
Tlie growing of this Immense 
“surplus" of potatoes constitutes a tremendous econo­ 
mic loss, which could have been obvlatAfd through a 
system of orderly 'production and scientific market­ 
ing. 
Tins lo.ss to the potato growers Is not suffered by 
them alone it reaches to practically every comer of

Later the English of South Carolina 
and French settlers fought for the j 
islands, which meanwhile were the 
prey of desperadoes of the sea. Near 
the end of the eighteenth century 
Sapelo island became the property 
of a group of French noblemen and 
was a haven for refugees of the 
French revolution. During the revo­

T hen it was found th at the soil was 
adm irably suited to the growing 
of cotton and farm ing held sway 
until after the Civil war.

More recently a new development 
began. 
Seventeen years ago Coffin 
bought Sapelo island in its entirety 
and proceeded at once to restore 
the old world setting which it knew 
m any years before.

and these Coffin has been careful

University of Nebraska for increas­ 
ing salaries of the 
instructional 
staff of the university was made in 
a bulletin written by Chancellor B. 
A. Burnett, enttiled. "What is a 
Professor Worth?" 
The first purpose for the increase 
in salaries was illustrated by citing 
the number of student* in univer­ 
sity classes. On* semester last year 
there were 184 classes with a regis­ 
tration of 50 or more students. 74 
classes with a registration of 75 or 
more, and 24 clashes with more than 
IOO students. 
The chancellor in­ 
tends to hire 25 new instructors at 
an average .salary bf $2,500 a year 
each. for the next two years, thus 
lightening the teaching load, and 
making use of $135,000 of the pro­ 
nosed uur ease 
'Hie tide to which the remaining 
$138,000 would be put was summed 
up by the chancellor’s statement: 
“I should Uke to see at the Uni­ 
versity of Nebraska an increasing­ 
ly large number of highly outstand­ 
ing men and women I should Uke 
to have a few worth-while prizes 
hung up to be striven for. * 
The chancellors proposal Is 
to 
make ten professorships at the uni­ 
versity carrying a salary of between 
$5,000 and $6,000. That would leave 
about $108,000 of the requested in­ 
crease in salary budget According 
to his figures, this would be near­ 
ly enough to increase the salary of 
aU teachers below the rank of pro­ 
fessor—343 in number—$20 a month 
for the two years 
• 
A statement of the salaries now 
being paid to teachers at the uni­ 
versity was included in the bulle­ 
tin, Eighty-Bi van members of the 
faculty get an average salary el 
$4,001. They hold full 
professor­ 
ships Associate professors, 42 
in 
number, gel $3,251 'each and 48 as­ 
sistant prolessors get $2,627 each. 
There are 121 Instructors who re­ 
ceive an average of $1,939. and 32 
ass ta ta ne instructors., who average 
$1,439 each. 
Chancellor Burnett pointed 
out 
that rn attaining the rank of pro­ 
fessor. seven years of 
straight 
schooling or its equivalent in out­ 
side training br nececaary Even a 
doctor’s degree does not insure a 
professorship, and very few men or 
women, the chancellor wrote, get 
the rank of professor before the age 
of 35. 
Another factor enters Into the sal­ 
ary problem of the 
teacher; 
he 
must spend money each year for 
self-improvement, such as reading 
and further study Chancellor Bur­ 
nett estimated that 20 per cent en 
each year's salary was spent in this 
manner. 
The final problem of the univer­ 
sity Is In keeping good men when 
they are offered better salaries at 
other schcols, as the bulletin showed 
by listing 12 men who have left 
recently and comparing the salaries 
of Nebraska with other schools.

It has been replaced by a 
new power. America,

with the finest of labor-saving devices. 
The price of success in the eternal and unending 
struggle for business, industrial and financial su­ 
premacy Is unflagging Industry. Those nations whose 
people apply themselves more assiduously to their 
tasks forge ahead while those nations whose people 
spend more and more of their time in recreation and 
entertainment fall behind. The hardness of economic 
law is not always a pleasing or welcome reminder 
but there is no escape from Its consequences. 
We have no holidays in

TUR “BIG SIXTH- FORGES AHEAD. 
A marked shift in the population of Nebraska may 
be expected when the federal census of 1930 is taken 
It will probably show that the northwestern part of 
the state is filling up and developing a considerable 
amount of industrial activity which attracts increas­ 
ing numbers of wage workers and 
their families. 
There are some areas, of course, suited only for live 
stock grazing, which will always remain rather thin-’ 
ly Inhabited; but some of the cities in western aq/i 
northwestern Nebraska are growing very rapidly un­ 
der th* stimulus of intensified crop production and 
newly acquired processing plants. 
The beet sugar mills and cheese factories of the 
North Platte valley are mainly responsible for the 
very noticeable increase in population there; but 
territory to the north and south of it which lacks the 
advantages of irrigation is also making goo0 progress, 
due very largely to the opening up of Improved high­ 
ways which have,, brought those districts into closer 
communication with the rest of the state and with 
their neighboring communities in adjacent states. 
Motor vehicles registration figures are perhaps the 
best Index available at this time to show how fast 
the new part of Nebraska is catching up with Hie 
eastern eection. which was settled and partially de­ 
veloped half rn century or more ago.

ORDERLY PRODUCTION. 
If the pion of the Idaho agriculturists a* outlined 
by a representative now in Nebraska for the purpose 
of Interesting producers of this state in the scheme 
can be successfully worked out, it will go a long way 
toward solving the agricultural problem. 
Its basis 
I* the allocating of production, so that various crops 
will be grown at points from which they ban be most 
advantageously marketed. 
If sugar beets can be 
grown to better advantage to Nebraska than In Ida­ 
ho and some other crop produced to this state can be 
made to yield more bounteously to the state which 
claims Senator Borah os Its most illustrious cl risen, 
the plan provides that Nebraska shall grow the beets 
and Idaho shall produce the other crop. 
Inherently Hie scheme is a sensible one. the only 
question being: Can it be made to work? The prob­ 
lem of'the world is not to provide sufficient food to 
supply Its Inhabitants, but to get Die food that is 
produced into the hands of the people who need it 
The United States this year has hundreds of thous­ 
ands of bushels of potatoes few which there is no 
market, while millions of people to other countries 
are dying of hunger. The growing of this immense 
“surplus" of potatoes constitutes a tremendous econo­ 
mic loss, which could hive been obviated through a 
system of orderly production and scientific market- 
ing. 
This loss to the potato growers is not suffered by 
them alone it reaches to practically every corner of 
the world. For the potato farmers who are destined 
to lose millions of dollars through lack of a market 
for their product will be to that extent deficient in 
buying power and thu*cut down the market for the 
fruit grower, the bean grower, the stock feeder and 
the manufacturer. These in turn are deprived of the 
income with which they might have bought manu­ 
factured articles from Europe 
and the Orient, so 
everybody suffers. 
There is no surplus production of food of any kind; 
but there is a woeful deficiency of buying power, and 
this is to a very large measure due to waste. If twice 
ss much of a perishable product is dumped upon the 
Lincoln market as it con absorb, it must be sold at 
a loss to the producer and without profit by the 
dialer, which is qf course bad for everybody. But if 
producers, acting together, see that Lincoln and all 
other markets get Just what they should reasonably 
consume, every body makes a profit and consequently 
everybody has money with which to buy the products 
of other growers and manufacturers. 
The Idaho plan is good—if it can be made to work.

DRUNKS INCREASE 


U. S. Moderation Society 
Would “Restore 
Temperance/’ 


NEW YORK Dec. 26—***—A sur­ 
vey by the moderation league made 
public today, says that police re­ 
cords tn 368 cities show’ that arrests 
for Intoxication rose from 235.612 in 
1920 to 657.369 In 1927 
The fourth annual report of the 
teague. which has for its announced 
aim “the 
restoration 
of 
temper­ 
ance.’* declares th at the figures have 
brought the organization to the con­ 
clusion that "the Volstead act ha* 
failed utterly to do what it was In­ 
tended to do. namely, promote tem­ 
perance and sobriety." 
Tables of total arrest* by years in 
388 cities, as compiled in the report, 
indicate a decline in 
arrests 
for 
drunkenness 
beginning 
in 
1914, 
when the figure stood at 530.367, to 
235.612 in 1920. An exception in the 
decline is noted in 1910 with 559.364 
f arrests, which is explained in the 
league report as the result of the 
pre-war prosperity boom. 
Rapid Annual Increase. 
Beginning with 
1921 
the 
table 
shows rapid annual increases in the 
number of arrests from 319.528 to 
557.389 
The report declares that a 
marked Increase in drinking by 
minors has been noted throughout 
the period.

The increase in arrests for intoxi­ 
cation in New York City, the report 
says, has been at a slower tate than 
in other center* from which figures 
were drawn. Birmingham. Ala., and 
Atlanta. Ga., both show increases of 
SOO per cent for the period.
